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Barry suffers in grip 
of a snowy blanket 


REPORT by TIM CHAPMAN 


THE town of Barry woke to a thick blan¬ 
ket of snow yesterday (Wednesday) leav¬ 
ing many non-major streets and roads 
impassable to traffic. 

From mid-afternoon on Tuesday, gritting lorries 
had been travelling along selected routes in Barry 
and the Vale to ensure that vehicles able to access 
main roads on Wednesday morning could make 
journeys. 

Buttrills Road in Barry and Plassey Street in 
Penarth were both closed due to the snow. Cones 
were placed on College Hill in Barry to stop traffic 
going down it. 

A council spokesman told The GEM: “The Vale 
experienced higher than expected levels of snow¬ 
fall overnight. 

“We’ve had 10 gritters out most of the night 
treating our main roads and highways. The gritters 
will continue to treat roads throughout Wednesday. 

“Other roads in the Vale may also be currently 
difficult to access and the council will do its best to 
clear these over the course of the day.” 

The Vale Council made a swift decision to close 
all the schools in the town, informing parents on its 
website. The council also has a system which 
informs parents by email and text message. 

Coun Steffan Wiliam, who lives on Barry Island, 
commented: “Two of my children go to Ysgol Sant 
Curig and we got a text message to warn us that the 
school was closed, although the e-mail did not 
come through.” 

In King Square, the scene was like something 
from a Christmas card, as Karen Shaw, the manag¬ 
er of WH Smiths, explained: “Children have been 
building snowmen on the square. 

“We managed to get into the store in good time, 
and it was a slow start business-wise, but it started 
to pick up a little bit by 1 lam. 

“I live on Barry Island and came in by car which 
was difficult - at times it was quite scary. 

“The company is being gracious and has said it 
is our call as to when we decide to go home. The 
snow is still falling and it looks quite treacherous.” 

A spokeswoman at Barry Hospital outpatients 
department on Colcot Road commented: “Some 
people have managed to get in, but there have been 
cancellations which in the circumstances we do 
understand.” 

Waterfront resident Emma Joyce said: “Most of 
the people who live in the flats seem to have stayed

at home - about five or six inches seems to have 
fallen and most cars have remained in their desig¬ 
nated parking spots. 

“Traffic is moving on the main road past 
Morrison’s supermarket, but very slowly.” 

Barry Leisure Centre remained open, but 
Penarth Leisure centre was closed. 

Public transport was also affected by the snow¬ 
fall. Bus services in the town were suspended 
except for the 145 service from Barry to Bridgend 
and the X45 service, which takes people into 
Cardiff. The X45 was running along Ffordd y 
Mileniwm, but not along Gladstone Road or Vere 
Street. 

A spokesman for Arriva Trains said: “The lines 
from Cardiff to Barry, and Cardiff to Penarth are 
running as normal but there are minor delays.”

A BARRY-BORN 
businessman, recog¬ 
nised for more than 
20 years of volun¬ 
tary service to edu¬ 
cation in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, has 
dedicated the award 
of an MBE in the 
New Year Honours 
List to his late wife. 

Mr Geraint Evans and 
his wife Carys shared a 
passion for Welsh educa¬ 
tion, and just before 
Christmas, Mr Evans 
received the news that his 
work had led to the nom¬ 
ination. 

He told The GEM: “I 
was gobsmacked by 
being nominated - it’s not 
something you expect, 
and I had no hesitation in 
accepting it as a tribute to 
my wife Carys, who died 
last May.” 

Mrs Evans had been a 
governor of Ysgol Sant 
Curig and, along with Mr 
Evans, campaigned to set 
up a Welsh medium 
school in the Vale. 

Mr Evans, the former 
managing director of Dan 
Evans in Barry, 
explained: “At the time 
we started the campaign 
in the late 1980s, pupils 
had to go all the way into 
Cardiff, and prior to that 
Rhondda Cynon Taff. 

“There was a lot of 
scepticism about the pro¬ 
posal, particularly from 


politicians. Fortunately, 
the Vale Council has 
always been very sup¬ 
portive of Welsh medium 
education, which is not 
always the case with local 
authorities. 

“Even when a site was 
found there were doubts, 
with some people saying 
‘You can’t establish a 
good school in Barry’! 

“But the school was 
founded and is outstand¬ 
ing.” 

Campaigning for a 
specifically Welsh educa¬ 
tion is deep in Mr Evans’ 
genes. His uncle was 
Gwynfor Evans, the pres¬ 
ident of Plaid Cymru for 
36 years. 

Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg was estab¬ 
lished in 2000. Although 
it seems particularly apt 
that Mr Evans, chair of 
the governors for the last 
six years, is being recog¬ 
nised as the school heads 
for its 10th anniversary 
this September, he is keen 
to praise others for its 
success. 

“I can’t pay a high 
enough tribute to Dr 
Dylan Jones and the team 
he has assembled. 

“I also have a very 
supportive governing 
body who make my life 
very easy.” 

What excites Mr 
Evans most is seeing 
pupils at the school 
“excelling academically, 
culturally, and in sports”. 


In fact, Mr Evans’ son 
Dewi (19) is an example 
of the school’s success. 

A former head boy, he 
is now studying law at the 
London School of 
Economics. 

Mr Evans’ daughter 
Elin (23) works for a tel¬ 
evision production com¬ 
pany in Cardiff. 

One of the things that 
most concerns Mr Evans, 
who is also a governor at 
Barry College, which has 
10,000 students, is that 
young people in Barry 
and the Vale of 
Glamorgan are as well 
equipped as possible for 
the rigours of the outside 
world. 

“It is very tough nowa¬ 
days, and our youngsters 
need the best possible 
education and skills to 
prepare them for the 
bearpit of challenges they 
may face in the future.” 
Mr Evans pointed out.

‘This would have been 
lovely moment for my 

father’ — professor’s OBE 
award in New Year Honours list

A UNIVERSITY 
professor from 
Dinas Powys, 
whose love of 
learning was 
inspired by his 
father, has been 
awarded an OBE 
in the New Year 
Honours List. 

Danny Saunders, 
who is professor and 
head of the Centre for 
Lifelong Learning at 
the University of 
Glamorgan, has been 
honoured for services 
to higher education in 
Wales. 

He told The GEM 
that his father’s influ¬ 
ence had been an 
important factor in his 
career. 

Professor Saunders 
(56) said: “My father 
Eugene, who died 
three years ago, really 
valued education. 

“He never went to 
college, although he 
did attend an evening 
course at the 
University of London 
in 1929. 

“He was a huge 
encouragement to me, 
and this would have 
been a lovely moment 


for him. 

“My mother Sandra 
lives with us in Dinas 
Powys and is thrilled 
with news of the 
OBE.” 

Eugene’s legacy also 
extends to Danny’s 
brother, Simon, who is 
a professor of philoso¬ 
phy at Oxford 
University. 

Professor Saunders, 
who is originally from 
Chelsea in London, 
began his association 
with Welsh further 
education in 1972, 
when he took his 
degree in psychology 
at Bangor University. 

He followed that by 
completing a research 
MSc at Exeter 
University, in which he 
examined people’s 
behaviour in gam¬ 
bling. 

In 1978, he returned 
to Wales as a lecturer 
at the Polytechnic of 
Wales, which became 
the University of 
Glamorgan in 1992. 

As head of the cen¬ 
tre for lifelong learn¬ 
ing at the university, 
Professor Saunders’ 


passion has been in 
widening the partici¬ 
pation of non-tradi- 
tional groups of people 
in further education 
and in innovative 
teaching methods. 

He said: “We set up 
the educational devel¬ 
opment unit at the 
University of 

Glamorgan using new 
teaching methods for a 
wide variety of stu¬ 
dents, including older 
students.” 

One of the aims of 
the unit is to engage 
with people who have 
been out of education 
for a long time. 

Professor Saunders 
explained that some 
older students need 
special support in 
terms of developing 
their confidence, and 
that projects and 
workshops can help in 
the process before stu¬ 
dents move on to more 
traditional forms of 
learning such as lec¬ 
tures. 

The university has 
also worked with com¬ 
prehensive schools, to 
build up the aspira-

tions of youngsters 
who may not have 
thought of themselves 
as the natural under¬ 
graduates of the 
future. 

Although many peo¬ 
ple enter further edu¬ 
cation later in life as a 
means of effecting 
career change, 

Professor Saunders 
stressed there is some¬ 
thing even more fun¬ 
damental in taking 
that step: 

“I have a belief in 
life long learning. 
There are some people 
who study as late as 
their 50s and carry a 
new career - possibly 
in self-employment - 
into their 60s or 70s, 
but learning affects 
the whole quality of a 
person’s life.”

OBITUARY 


EUNICE JONES, 
lately of Llandow, 
who died at the age 
of 84 shortly before 
Christmas, devoted 
her life to creative 
causes that benefit¬ 
ed those people who 
lived around her, 
not least disadvan¬ 
taged children, in 
her role as Wales 
regional organiser 
for Action Research 
for the Crippled 
Child, now con¬ 
densed to the short¬ 
er title Action 
Research. 

She threw herself 
into the job with imagi¬ 
native zeal, setting up 
some 30-40 fund-rais¬ 
ing committees across 
the nation. 

In so doing, the 
Wales region became 
one of the most dynam¬ 
ic in the whole of the 
UK. 

She did it by recruit¬ 
ing volunteers, mostly 
drawn from the mining 
industry, through con¬ 
tacts with the wives of 
managers, production 
managers, directors and 
colliery lodge officers. 

They were swept 
along by her enthusi¬ 
asm to get involved in 
projects designed to 


help the disadvantaged 
young. 

For Eunice Jones, it 
became a mission that 
grew into a campaign, 
endorsed by influential 
people in the health 
industry after her 
appointment as princi¬ 
pal organiser for Wales. 

Bom in Cardiff in 
1925 to an electrical 
engineer, Charles Piper, 
a New Zealander and 
his wife, Cissie, Eunice 
became intensely proud 
of her dual heritage, 
inducing divided loyal¬ 
ties when Wales played 
the All Blacks. 

Taught by several of 
the best tutors, she won 
numerous competitions 
as a talented young 
soprano, while earning 
a living as a commer¬ 
cial librarian. 

Her musicianship 
was shared later with 
her husband, Raymond. 

As soon as she was 
able, she joined the 
WRENS soon after the 
outbreak of WW2, an 
episode which was 
shrouded in secrecy for 
generations. 

She worked as part 
of the code breakers 
deciphering U-boat 
messages received in 


the basement quarters 
of The Admiralty where 
she and her colleagues 
worked diligently, 12 
hours on and six off, in 
association with the top 
code-breakers at 
Bletchley Park. 

Subsequently, she 
met and married 
Raymond Jones, him¬ 
self a talented singer, 
and supported him in 
his ambition to become 
a professional. 

She sang with him 
on many occasions in 
Olivet to Calvary. 

In her own right, 
Eunice Jones was much 
admired for her recitals 
of Elijah and St Paul by 
Mendelssohn. 

On her return to 
Cardiff, she gave devot¬ 
ed support to her hus¬ 
band when, for several 
years, he became man¬ 
ager of the Welsh 
Commonwealth Games 
team, travelling to 
games in New Zealand, 
Australia and Canada. 

Subsequently, she 
helped construct the 7th 
Cardiff Company of the 
Girls' Brigade, which 
grew to more than 100 
and became one of the 
strongest in Cardiff. 

In retirement, she 


derived much comfort 
from her membership 
of the Guild of 
Friendship in Fairwater. 

She worked for the 
NSPCC in Cardiff as a 
branch chairwoman 
before moving to 
Llandow, where she 
was a member of the 
community council and 
the village hall commit¬ 
tee. 

Also during her 
retirement, she became 
increasingly involved in 
the Mothers’ Union 
and became enrolling 
member in Llandow 
and later at Rampton. 

She moved there fol¬ 
lowing Raymond's 
death four years ago, to 
live close to her daugh¬ 
ter, Felicity and family. 

She is survived by 
Felicity and by her son, 
Timothy, together with 
six grandchildren. 

Eunice Jones was 
specially blessed with 
gifts and talents she 
shared among the com¬ 
munity wherever she 
lived. 

She made it a precept 
always to give more 
than she received.

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‘More facilities must 
follow Thompson Street 

bridge’ - Castleland councillor 


A LABOUR coun¬ 
cillor has wel¬ 
comed the opening 
of the Thompson 
Street footbridge 
which links the 
Waterfront with 
the town centre, 
but has warned 
that that Barry 
needs more facili¬ 
ties. 

Chris Elmore, who 
represents the 

Castleland area on the 
Vale Council, comment¬ 
ed: “Many residents at 
the Waterfront have 
waited a long time for 
the bridge to be built, 
with some of the home 
owners buying their 
homes on the under¬ 
standing that the bridge 
would be built. 

“This for some resi¬ 
dents was several years 
ago, so the bridge’s 
development and com¬ 
pletion has been a long 
time coming. 

“There is now much 
easier access to the med¬ 
ical centre and the shops 
based in the Waterfront 
like Morrison’s, if you 
are coming from the 
eastern side of the town. 

“With the develop¬ 
ment of the new crossing 
to be constructed in the 
new year on Ffordd y 


Mileniwm, it will mean 
residents can walk all 
the way to the 
Waterfront safely.” 

But Coun Elmore 
warned that this must be 
a starting point and that 
further development had 
to follow. 

“Barry needs more 
leisure facilities and an 
ideal place for this is the 
Waterfront. Having 
good access to these 
facilities is important. 
The bridge and the 
crossing will provide 
this - what we need now 
are the new facilities. 

“I hope the Vale 
Council will now ensure 
that the Waterfront con¬ 
sortium provide the 
town with the leisure 
and recreational facili¬ 
ties it needs as part of 
the future development.”

Local ‘home comforts’ 
for troops on front line 


A local woman 
who has been 
closely involved in 
sending ‘home 
comforts’ to UK 
troops abroad, has 
told The GEM that 
she is “delighted 
with how much 
support there has 
been this year”. 

Kaye Watts, who 
lives at Rhoose Point, 
said that there had been 
widespread support, 
and that she was partic¬ 
ularly pleased with the 
efforts of pupils at 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School, 
who had organised 
their own collections 
and had made up then- 
own parcels. 

She said: “The 
parcels we send are a 
great morale booster 
and are very much wel¬ 
comed. 


“We have seen all 
ages getting involved 
in this, and our sup¬ 
porters include a 99- 
year-old lady who 
attends a bingo night in 
Victoria Park 
Community Centre, 
and Cowbridge pupils 
who organised their 
own parcels.” 

Kaye said that the 
letters she had received 
from soldiers overseas 
told their own story, 
and showed how much 
they were appreciated. 

She has a collection 
of ‘thank you’ letters, 
and a common factor is 
the importance of feel¬ 
ing in touch with peo¬ 
ple ‘back home’. 

A typical example is 
from a young engineer 
called Ryan, who wrote 
to say that he was a 
member of a small 
team who were ‘men¬ 
toring’ the Afghan 
army 


He said: “7 was 
given one of your 
parcels by someone 
who received two - so I 
consider it a case of 
being in the right place 
at the right timer 

He added: “7 am 
sure you get many 
thank-you letters, but 
can I say on behalf of 
everyone that it is peo¬ 
ple like you, and those 
that are helping you, 
that makes what we are 
doing here that little bit 
easier.” 

Another reply came 
from the “girls” at the 
air control centre, 

Camp Bastion. Writing 
on behalf of four 
women aged between 
21 and 37, Harriet 
describes how they 
have been working 12- 
hour shifts at a a centre 
that is always opera¬ 
tional, 365 days a year. 

She says that the 
work is stressful but 


rewarding, and that 
“girlie luxuries” are in 
short supply. 

She adds: “It is 
incredibly touching that 
so many people have 
contributed to the box. 

“It does mean a 
great deal to us to 
know that people back 
home appreciate what 
we are doing and are 
thinking of us.” 

Another team of four 
engineers replied with 
similar sentiments, say¬ 
ing: “We can’t overstate 
how much it means to 
us that you have sacri¬ 
ficed time, effort and 
money just to send us 
welfare packages. 

“Nothing in the 
boxes we have received 
has been wasted, and 
everything has come in 
useful. ”

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£150,000 Assembly grant for freehold 

Ty Hafan windfall 
helps to secure the 
building’s future 


by TIM CHAPMAN 


TY HAFAN, one of the Vale’s great suc¬ 
cess stories, starts the new year with a real 
boost after the National Assembly pledged 
£150,000 to enable the charity to buy the 
freehold on the site in Sully. 

The charity currently offers care and support to 
170 life-limited children and their families. 

The site was originally leased long-term from 
Cardiff and Vale University Health Board and the 
hospice was built on land around the old Sully 
Hospital. 

The Health Minister Edwina Hart told The GEM: 
“This funding will help towards a more secure future 
for Ty Hafan and the important work that it does. 

“The acquisition of the freehold will put them on 
a firm footing and allow them to continue to support 
children and their families through difficult times.” 

The chief executive, Ray Hurcombe, said: “We 
welcome this grant and the board is grateful to the 
Welsh Assembly Government. 

“Some families need our support for many years, 
and it is important that they know Ty Hafan has a 
secure future. The purchase of the freehold will go 
some way towards providing that comfort.” 

The original Ty Hafan project was inspired by 
Suzanne Goodhall, following a chance conversation 
she had with a friend while on holiday in Ibiza in 
1988. 

Suzanne’s friend told her that she was a volunteer 
at a children’s hospice in Leeds, adding: “Do you 
know there are only two children’s hospices in Great 
Britain?” 

Suzanne was astonished, and despite being in her 
late sixties began researching what the need was in 
Wales, and discovered that at any one time 335 - 350 
families were in need of support. 

A decade long campaign began, publicising the 
need for Ty Hafan and thanks to the generosity of 
thousands of people across Wales, the charity 
opened its doors on Monday, January 25, 1999.

The Assistant Chief 
Constable of South 
Wales Police, Nick 
Croft, said: “The heavy 
snowfall overnight has 
proved challenging for

‘Replace bridge’, 
call to council 


A PLAID Cymru- 
led petition in 
Dinas Powys is 
calling on the 
Vale Council to 
replace Cross 
Common Bridge. 

“Dinas Powys coun¬ 
cillors felt they had to 
start a petition to ensure 
the council takes the 
issue seriously,” said 
Plaid Cymru AM Chris 
Franks. 

“For more than five 
years we have been 
campaigning for the 
Vale Council to replace 
the Cross Common 
Road bridge near 
Hebron Hall, over the 
stream leading to the 
main road. 

“This vital bridge is 
now in such a poor state 
that it is being propped 
up by timber beams. 
This in itself is adding 
to the flooding risks. 

“The Vale Council 
has failed to properly 


consider the implica¬ 
tions should this bridge 
deteriorate further. 

“This is one of only 
two direct road connec¬ 
tions between the north 
and south half of Dinas 
Powys, the other being 
Murch Bridge. The 
structure is also on a bus 
route. 

“We are calling on 
the Vale Council to allo¬ 
cate adequate funds to 
replace the bridge as a 
matter of urgency,” he 
concluded. 

Miles Punter, head of 
visible services, said: 
“The possible replace¬ 
ment of Cross Common 
bridge, due to a reduc¬ 
tion in its structural 
capacity, is one of many 
schemes being consid¬ 
ered by the council as 
part of the capital pro¬ 
gramme for 2010/11. 

“A final decision on 
the programme will be 
taken by the council in 
March 2010.”

ROGER DAVIES, 
our speaker, began 
his love affair with 
Uganda back in the 
1960s. 

His talk showed his 
deep knowledge of a 
country that, after much 
strife, including the rule 
of Idi Amin, now seems 
to be at peace with 
itself. 

However, he did 
recall sitting with the 
local district commis¬ 
sioner watching satellite 
television on one occa¬ 
sion, when that gentle¬ 
man suggested using the 
shelter and safety of a 
pillar for their viewing - 
in case an assassination 
attempt should be made 
on his life! 

The northern area, 
where Roger was based, 
had been involved in an 
internal war for some 20 
years and this ended 
only two years ago. 

This was a period 
when youngsters, some 
of them pre-teenagers, 
had been forced to fight 
in the conflict. 

At the end of hostili¬ 
ties, they were re-habili¬ 
tated mentally and phys¬ 
ically, but were often 
not welcomed back into 
their home villages. 

The Uganda 
described by Mr Davies 
is a beautiful country 
famed for its wild-life 
on mountain ranges. 

If the rains are reli-

able, two crops a year 
can provide an abundant 
harvest. 

In recent times, 

Roger volunteered to 
assist a group of local 
youths from Wales, who 
were involved in build¬ 
ing-up one of the village 
schools in the northern 
territory. 

Conditions were ini¬ 


tially, so primitive that 
there were few seats for 
the pupils, who ranged 
from seven to 17. 

When our speaker’s 
mission was complet¬ 
ed, not only had the 
school building been 
completed and chairs 
made, but an excellent 
library had been 
created. 


Mr Davies finished 
his talk by showing a 
detailed film of the 
school being opened by 
the Ugandan minister 
of education, and of 
him receiving an award 
for his efforts amid 
great celebrations.

Popular teacher 
fell under bus, 
inquest is told 


A POPULAR Barry 
teacher was killed 
when she slipped 
into the path of a 
bus, an inquest 
heard yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

RE teacher Fflur 
Bedwyr (34) slipped on 
a pavement, to fall in 
front of the 55ft long bus 
in a freak accident. The 
inquest heard she went 
headfirst under the bus 
travelling at 15 miles per 
hour on a busy street. 

Bus driver Colin 
Havard said: “All of a 
sudden, there was a bang 
and the young lady had 
come off the road. 

“One of the passen¬ 
gers shouted out ‘she’s 
been hit’.” 

Mr Havard stopped 
the bus and called emer¬ 
gency services to the 
busy road in Canton, 
Cardiff, but the inquest 
heard Fflur died at the 
roadside from severe 
head and chest injuries. 

Motorist Kenneth 
Giles, driving behind the 
bus, said: “If I was driv¬ 
ing the bus, I don't think 
it would have been any 
different. I don't see how 
he could have missed 
her.” 

The inquest heard that 
unmarried Fflur was fit 
and healthy and enjoyed

marathons. Cardiff 
Coroner Mary Hassell 
said: “I wish I could 
offer some kind of rea¬ 
son for this, but I think it 
was totally random.” 
Fflur, of Riverside, 


Cardiff, was head of 
year-9 at Welsh medium 
comprehensive Ysgol 
Bro Morgannwg in 
Barry. 

Two days after her 
death, around 250 upset 
teenagers took time out 
from their summer holi¬ 
days to pay tribute to 
their favourite teacher. 

The impromptu 
memorial service was 
held with Fflur’s mother 
and sister joining the 
saddened pupils and 
staff. 

At the time, sixth-for¬ 
mer Vicki Williams (18) 
said: “She was a teacher 
everyone liked - she put 
everyone before herself 
and would go out of her 
way to help us. 

“She won the 
favourite teacher award 
at our end-of-year prom 
- I was devastated when 
I found out what hap¬ 
pened.” 

Verdict: Accidental 
death.

WELL, what a 
year 2009 has 
been... We’ve seen 
financial collapse, 
the death of 
Michael Jackson, 
no end in sight to 
the various wars

Yet on the silver 
screen, there have been

are the 10 films that 
made Screen Talk’s year 
all that more bearable... 

10. The Hangover - 
Todd Phillips’ riotously 
funny comedy about the 
morning after the bach¬ 
elor party before, easily 
scooped the funniest 
film of the year award. 

It may have been a 
touch too male-centric, 
but it captured wonder¬ 
fully the regressed state 
that most men fall into 
when in the company of 
other men. 

With laughs-a-plenty, 
both straight and surreal 
(how do you wake up 
with a tiger in your 
hotel room?), The 
Hangover was the 
laugh-riot of 2009. 

9. Inglourious 
Basterds - If you can 
claim a director has 
made a return to form 
after one poor film, then 
this was Quentin 
Tarantino’s return to 
form. 

Putting Deathproof 
firmly in the past, this 
World War Two film 
gleefully riffed on the 
director’s influences, 
creating a glorious melt¬ 
ing pot that was both 
comedic and substantial. 

An array of strong 
performances, particu¬ 
larly Christoph Waltz as 
the film’s villain, gave 
the traditional verbose 
Tarantino dialogue extra 
spark, and the film’s cli¬ 
max was a hugely enter¬ 
taining re-write of histo¬ 
ry that marked out these 
Inglourious people as 
ones to watch. 

8. Let The Right 
One In - Proving that 
the vampire genre need 
not be the main domain 
of lovesick teenagers 
and their pale-faced 
objects of affection, Let 
The Right One In was a 
tender look at two 
youngsters, both out¬ 
siders, one a vampire, 
forging a strong bond 
with each other.

but the likelihood of it 
improving on the origi¬ 
nal is minimal; Tomas 
Alfredson’s gorgeous 
direction was the high¬ 
light of a beautiful, yet 
crimson-splattered, film. 

7. Frost/Nixon - A 
heavyweight series of 
television interviews 
translated from stage to 
(silver) screen, 
Frost/Nixon may have 
stretched the story a 
touch for dramatic 
effect, but managed to 
create a film that 
dripped with tension, 
and performances from 
Michael Sheen and 
Frank Langella that, for 
the latter especially, 
troubled awards voters. 

Ron Howard showed 
a pleasing economy in 
taking the face-off to 
the big screen, but by 
allowing the drama to 
dominate proceedings 
created a film that was 
never less than captivat¬ 
ing. 

6. The Hurt Locker 

- Kathryn Bigelow’s 
story of a bomb dispos¬ 
al unit in Iraq and the 
daily trials and tribula¬ 
tions they face was like 
a short sharp punch to 
the face - visceral 
direction, a palpable 
tension that never lets 
up and the ever-present 
fear of death engulfing 
the team on every mis¬ 
sion they undertake. 

It drew an incendiary 
lead turn from Jeremy 
Renner and, despite the 
setting, spent more time 
focusing on the effects 
on the lives of those 
involved in conflict, 
rather than making gen¬ 
eral observations about 
the nature of war; The 
Hurt Locker was a tense 
drama that was hard to 
beat. 

5. Up - Pixar’s 10th, 
and arguably most 
grown up offering yet, 
Up was a glorious mesh 
of childlike sensibility 
with a story that pointed 
out the importance of 
following your dreams 
before you become too 
old. 

Featuring the most 
emotional animation 
sequence since the 
hunter cocked his rifle 
in Bambi, Up was a 
delight for both children 
and adults alike, and 
may prove to be the 
watershed in Pixar’s 
film production. 

4. Moon - Duncan 
‘son of David Bowie’ 
Jones’ feature film 
debut throbbed with 
invention and intelli¬ 
gence, borrowing liber¬ 
ally from 1970s science 
fiction films but main¬ 
taining its own identity. 

The story of a man 
tasked with mining the 
titular planet on his 
own, and the strange 
events that befall him, 


was an intriguing 
proposition, Jones main¬ 
taining the film’s ten¬ 
sion throughout and 
offering up something 
rich and compelling. 

A winning turn from 
Sam Rockwell merely 
added to the film’s qual¬ 
ity, and marked out 
Moon as being one of 
the most original films 
of the year. 

3. A Serious Man - 
The Coen brothers’ 
response to winning 
Oscars appears to be to 
make films that are wil¬ 
fully obscure and diffi¬ 
cult to get to the bottom 
of. 

An incredibly 
focused piece of work, 

A Serious Man saw the 
brothers at their most 
personal, yet they hid it 
beneath an intriguing 
plot that didn’t provide 
many answers to the 
questions it posed. 

With a sharp cast of 
unknowns delivering 
excellent performances, 
it was a film that proved 
the Coen’s haven’t lost 
their idiosyncrasies. 

2. Avatar - There 
was a large degree of 
fulsome praise for 
James Cameron’s film 
in last week’s GEM, but 
rest assured that when it 


comes to epic film-mak¬ 
ing that retains the core 
need to keep you invest¬ 
ed with strong story¬ 
telling, Cameron is most 
certainly the man. 

Seeing where the 3-D 
technology goes from 
here is the fun part, but 
Avatar has most certain¬ 
ly set the standard. 

1. The Wrestler - 
Mickey Rourke’s tour- 
de-force performance 
was the tip of the ice¬ 
berg in this stunningly 
blunt yet oddly life- 
affirming drama, chron¬ 
icling the day-to-day 
life of an eighties 
wrestling superstar 
turned noughties 
nobody. 

Excellent supporting 
turns from Marisa 
Tomei and Rachel Evan 
Wood, plus Rourke’s 
phoenix-like return to

Downey Jr plays the 
titular detective, who, 
having solved a murder 
mystery by catching 
Lord Blackwood (Mark 
Strong), falls into a deep 
funk as Watson’s 
impending engagement 
to Mary (Kelly Reilly) 
means the end of their 
partnership. 

However, when 
Blackwood seemingly 
rises from the grave and 
warns Holmes of his 
plans to take over first 
Britain and then the 
world, the pair reunite to 
stop him; a job made 
even more complicated 
by the reappearance of 
Irene Adler (Rachel 
McAdams), whose past 
with Holmes makes her 
an intriguing proposi¬ 
tion... 

Given Hollywood’s 
taste for anything of a 
literary bent, it is no sur¬ 
prise that Sherlock 
Holmes has once again 
made his way onto the 
big screen, given both 
the renown the character 
holds and the depth of 
source material on offer. 

The decision to put 
this biggest of Holmes 
adaptations in the hands 
of Guy Ritchie, an 
accomplished yet far 
lower budget director, 


and the casting of Robert 
Downey Jr as the detec¬ 
tive, meant that eyes 
were very much on this 
film. Yet for all the blus¬ 
ter, the resulting piece of 
work is hugely entertain¬ 
ing, positioning it as 
both a faithful transition 
yet being given a pleas¬ 
ing dash of modem sen¬ 
sibility. 

Much of the credit 
should be given to 
Ritchie, who gets right 
inside a London on the 
cusp of technological 
revolution. 

There’s a basic frame¬ 
work of Tower Bridge 
visible, which makes for 
a delightful final show¬ 
down location should 
you need one, but this 
isn’t a film concerned 
with making in-jokes 
and references about the 
future. Instead, Ritchie’s 
camera weaves its way 
through the grubby and 
grimy streets of the city, 
capturing excellently the 
feel of the time. 

He also reigns in his 
more gregarious tics, 
with very few slow- 
motion shots or whip- 
fast edits. 

Ritchie allows the 
performances and the 
excellent sets to do the 
work for him, while 
imbuing the action 
sequences with a sense 
of derring-do and 
panache. 

It is an assured show¬ 
ing from the director, 


who proves that he is 
more than comfortable 
on the bigger stage, giv¬ 
ing the film a pacy feel. 

He also draws excel¬ 
lent turns from both 
Downey Jr and Law, 
whose easy chemistry 
and Victorian Odd 
Couple-e sque bickering 
makes the scenes featur¬ 
ing the two of them a 
delight, with the former 
maintaining his red-hot 
form with another sensa¬ 
tional turn. 

Capturing Holmes’ 
personality traits to a 
tee, Downey Jr takes 
Conan-Doyle’s character 
and brings him to life, 
blowing away the stuffi¬ 
ness of other screen 
incarnations and giving 
him a charismatic and 
humorous edge. 

With a bohemian 
twist, this version of 
Holmes is prone to the 
odd bare-knuckle boxing 
match, and flights of 
reckless fancy, made all 
the more vivid by 
Downey Jr’s overt 
charisma. 

Law does a similarly 
good job as Watson, 
making him an equal of 
Holmes’ rather than the 
sidekick, and coupled 
with a screenplay that 
gives the character 
depth, produces a turn 
that while not as showy 
as Downey Jr’s, is still 
as important. 

With the always- 
dependable Mark Strong 


giving a good turn, if a 
touch understated, as the 
film’s villain, with the 
black arts-infatuated 
Blackwood offering a 
supernatural twist, 
Rachel McAdams 
ensures a clean sweep of 
strong performances as 
the gutsy Adler. 

Offering a different 
dimension to the rela¬ 
tionships on show, her 
turn is lively, sparking 
wonderfully well with 
Downey Jr. 

Adapting various 
aspects of Conan- 
Doyle’s work, screen¬ 
writers Michael Robert 
Johnson, Anthony 
Peckham and Simon 
Kinberg do a very good 
job, not only by estab¬ 
lishing the universe of 
Holmes, but by the way 
they integrate this into 
the fabric of the narra¬ 
tive. 

This avoids the pit- 
falls of many ‘origin’ 
films that are more con¬ 
cerned with setting up 
characters than servicing 
those characters with a 
captivating story. 

There is the odd mis¬ 
step on the way, with 
some of the film’s com¬ 
puter effects looking 
ever so slightly suspi¬ 
cious, particularly in this 
post-Avatar world, while 
the actual story, as 
engaging as it is, tends 
to fall into genre pre¬ 
dictability come the cli¬ 
max.

1 FEEL that a 
response to PJ 
Alexander’s let¬ 
ter in The GEM on 
December 31 is 
essential. 

Are we being told that 
cyclists and pedestrians 
should not use public 
roads because some 
motorists are so incom¬ 
petent, ignorant, reckless 
or callous that they are a 
real danger to non- 
motorised road users? 

If so, why are the 
police not informed of 
relevant incidents? 

I wouldn’t disagree 
that these roads can be 


dangerous to cyclists and 
pedestrians, but to be 
frightened off because 
some drivers are not 
considerate of other road 
users, is unacceptable. 

No road user should 
forget that they are 
obliged to travel in such 
a way that they can 
come to a safe halt with¬ 
in the distance that they 
can see to be clear. 

I can assure the writer 
that the use of alterna¬ 
tive (unclassified) roads 
is not a realistic option, 
as these lanes are often 
used as ‘rat-runs’, are 
normally coated with 
slippery mud in the 


spring and autumn, and 
currently are icy as (nat¬ 
urally) they are not treat¬ 
ed with salt to melt the 
ice. 

At other times, these 
lanes are subject to 
hedge cutting and the 
debris left on the road 
surface is certain to 
cause punctures in cycle 
tyres - I speak from per¬ 
sonal experience on this 
subject. 

Finally, the use of 
minor roads is no guar¬ 
antee that cars will not 
be driven recklessly. 

As an example, on 
January 1 in broad day¬ 
light and being clearly 
visible, I was walking 
along a short stretch 
(about 34 mile) of the 
type of country lane that 
PJ Alexander advocates. 

About 30 cars passed 
me, the majority of 
which were travelling far 
too fast and too close 
and, indeed, one vehicle 
was driven towards me 
so irresponsibly that the 
wing-mirror struck my 
forearm with some 
force. 

It seems that some 
drivers are not only sur¬ 
prised to see pedestrians 
and cyclists on country 
roads, but are offended 
that such people have 
the audacity to use the 
roads in this way, as it 
may cause motorists to 
drive more slowly and 
considerately.
